My Dear Sir:—May I beg permission to call your atten- 
tion, and through you the attention of the Representatives 
ofthe people of Idaho, to the condition of General U. S. 
Grant. I respectfully request that resolutions be passed 
speedily by your Honorable body, requesting the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives of the United States 
to pass a bill restoring General Grant to his rank asa Gen- 
eral in the United States Army, and authorizing the Presi- 
dent of the United States to place the name of Géneral 
Grant on the retired list of the army with the full rank and 
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pay of General. I will not argue the necessity of some 
action expressing our sympathy with General Grant in his 
misfortunes. I know your people, and that the matter 
needs but to be mentioned to secure their active and hearty 
support.

The year just closed has been a sad year to many an old 
soldier, and to none more sad than our old commander, Gen. - 
Grant. Aged, broken in health and spirits, with the sheriff 
at his door, what sadder picture could be presented than that 
of this old man writing like a common penny-a-liner for his 
daily bread. Twice President of the United States, for 
many years at the head of the armies of the greatest na- 
tion on the earth, the first soldier of bis age, working while 
sick to get food for himself and his family. If the nation 
isnot ashamed of itself, the men who saved it from utter 
ruin are ashamed of it. 

Praise othersas we may, honor them as we may, still Gen. 
Grant stands before the world to-day, the first soldier 
of his country—unique, remarkable, peculiar—-the study 
of all nations. In him we behold a man silent, mod- 
est, unambitious; by his great talents in times of public 
danger héaping benefactions on his country until his coun- 
trymen—proud, grateful—unanimously create au office 
that it may be worthy of the man. What an example for 
the youth of the nation! He, the son of a poor farmer, with- 
out friends, influence or wealth, rising, not suddenly, but 
step by step, in spite of the jealousies of lesser men, to the 
head of the armies, and then the head of the nation, where, 
unspoiled by honors, strong and self-poised, he exhibits 
new talents, and maintains himself for eight years to the 
great credit of his fellow-citizens, himself and the nation. 

How much have we forgotten? Before Grant was 43 years 
old he had engaged in two wars, captured 500 cannon. 
more than 100,000 prisoners, a quarter of a million of small 
arms, redeemed over 50,000 square miles of territory from 
hostile rule, re-opened the Mississippi river to the commerce 
of the world and freed twenty-seven cities. Before he was 
50 he had crushed the rebellion in the Hast, re-established 
the authority of-the Union over a territory larger than 
France, taken 200 hattle-fags, scores of cannon, thou- 
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sands upon thousands of prisoners and hundreds of thou- 
san is of small arms. At the close of the war he might 
have been anything he pleased; bat he modestly returned 
to the, capital of the nation, disbands his army and lays bis 
sword at the feet of Congress to become a private citizen, 
The history of the whole world furnishes but one other 
example of such humility and greatness, and he, too, was 
an American—George Washington. 

Whether we consider Grant’s tribulations at Shiloh, his 
toils at Vicksburg, his battles in the wilderness, his siege 
of Petersburg, his capture of Lee’s army, his conductin the - 
difficult cabinet position which the President forced upon 
him, or his measures during the impeachment trial, still 
we see hima great, great man. I remember seeing him 
when the President was bursting with rage, when the War 
Minister was hedged about with bayonets; when the coun- 
try was trembling from center to circumference with ex- 
citement, when the Executive and the Congress each 
seemed about to call out under arms their respective par- 
tisans and ouce more plunge the people into civil war, and 
amidst all that terrific excitement the people looked only 
with hope and confidence to Gen. Grant. Unmoved by the 
tempest of passion raging around him and spreading over 
the land, conscious of his own strength and ability to con- 
trol the storm and quiet the elements, he sat with his cigar 
in his mouth quietly and serenely in his headquarters, now 
receiving anxious Inquiries from the President’s friends, 
' and anon receiving a delegation of grave but excited Sen- 
ars assuring all, nay convincing all, thatthe republic was 
safe. 

Some people have assumed to say that Grant was mere- 
ly a fortunate man; that at but few times in his life has he 
exhibited marked abilities; but this is not true. Ifit were 
true, why did notsome one of our hundred generals capture 
Vicksburg? Why did not some one of the dozen command- 
ers of the Army of the Potomac drive Lee out of Richmond? 
Why did not some other man of the hundred great 
men at the capital during the impeachment trial, calm the 
storms of human passion and give confidence and stability 
to the country? No, Grant was a great man, really a very 
great man, and saved his country. WhatWashington es- 
tablished, Grant with his mighty sword preserved to us 
and our children; and when he is dead, the names of 
Washington and Grant will stand side by side in marble 
and brass, and fill every niche of our country’s fame to the 
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latest posterity. The world will know us better through 
the names of these two men than all the men who have | 
lived- before them or shall likely follow after them. 

And this man, the second name in all the history of his 
country—he who stands next to the father who founded it 
—is left to die in neglect, broken-hearted, earning his 
bread by the sweat of his brow, even while he is sick. Can 
this be possible in America? Lonely to-day in the midst 
of thousands; poor in the midst of untold wealth; sad while 
all ropnd him is mirth and gayety, the greatest man of his 
day is silently passing away in poverty and sorrow to that 
grave from which no human power can recall him. The 
nation has forgotten him for a time; the lawgivers are deaf 


to his claims and indifferent to his sufferings; the people, _ 


in the strength and pleasure of their latter years, have for- 
gotten their weakness and sorrows in former times. They 
are busy with their own enjoyments and have no time to 
remember poor General Grant. 

One of these mornings we will hear he is dead. Then 
the nation will wake up and sound his praises and build 
monuments to his name, but the disgrace to us will be all 
the same. Poise as we may before the world; boast of our 
freedom and wealth as we may, the world will say: “ you 
neglected and starved General Grant; shame, shame upon 
you. . 

But whoever may forget the old hero of Appomattox 
Court House, the men who fougbt under him will never 
forget him; and although-they may not be able to relieve 
his distress on this New Year’s Day, blessings from the 
hearts of his old soldiers, throughout the length and 
cas of the land, are wafted to him in his sad New York 
ome. :

Wortp’s [INDUSTRIAL AND Corton CENTENNIAL EXPOSITION, 
New Orzuzans, Lovzstana, January 10, 1885. 
To the Legislatures of the States and Territories: 

We, the members of the Association of United States 
Commissioners, here assembled at New Orleans, and repre- 
senting the States and Territories at the World’s Indus- 
trial and Cotton Centennial Exposition, respectfully ask 
your attention to the following: 

It is our opinion that there is, throughout the Union, a 
lack of appreciation of the great importance of the collect- 
ive exhibits made by the several States and Territories. 

We fear that the people of the United States do not un- 
derstand the design of ‘this portion of the Exposition, or 
eevee the results to be obtained by the fulfillment of this 

esign. ae 

Wetherefore beg leave to state the advantages of the 
unique plan which has been adopted, and to urge upon all 
the desirability of aiding the States and Territories to make 
the most complete possible showing of their varied re- 
sources. At no previous—exposition has there been the 
same possibility of easy comparison of the climates, pro- 
ee industries and institutions of all parts of the 

nion. ; 

At the Philadelphia Centennial many of the States had ` 
separate buildings in which they made their individual and 
interesting exhibits. But here all are under one roof. Sit- 
uated side by side, each on its own allotted space, compet- 
ing. yet united, may be seen the States and Territories of 
our Union, displaying to their people and to the people of 
many climes, all the vast and varied attractions, resources 
and advantages of our country. From Oregon to Florida 
is a journey of minutes only, instead of weeks. No three 
thousand miles separates Maine from California, but scarce 
three hundred feet. A short five minutes suffices to com- 
plete the slow voyage down the Mississippi from Minnesota 
to Louisiana. The central space of the building being 
filled with the United States Government exhibits, erables 
the tourist to visit the capital of our country in the same 
short journey. - 

Thus an opportunity is afforded for a study of the char- 
acteristics of each State and—Lerritory, and a comparison 
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of each with all the others, and all knowledge comes from 
comparison. 

This was the design of the collective exhibits of the 
States.and Territories. This design has been carried out; 
the States and Territories are here with their exhibits, and 
the study and comparison is going on. But in many cases 
the exhibits could be made more complete, and thus the 
design be more thoroughly and effectively accomplished. 

The Board of Management of the Exposition early in 1884 
gave a generous donation to each State and Territory, to 
aid in their collective exhibits, and made liberal offers to 
the commissioners in the way of assistance in installing 
their exhibits, in furnishing their headquarters, and in pro- 
viding special watchmen. But the Board has met with 
many unexpected difficulties; it has had to bear unforeseen 
expenses, and it is at present unable tò do for the States all 
which it had expected to do, and which the eommissioners, 
in making their estimates, had expected to have done; thus 
many of the commissioners find that they will be unable to 
treat their exhibits in the manner in which they ought, 
and in which they had expected to treat them. 

In addition to this, some of the commissioners did not 
themselves realize the magnitude of the scheme until they 
reached New Orleans, and consequently were not so ener- 
ae in obtaining money as they would otherwise have 

een. 

Itis for the purpose of urging upon you the importance 
of this undertaking, and with the hope of inducing you to 
appropriate additional funds, wherever you may learn from 
your commissioners that the same are necessary, that we 
have in the interest of our common country, ventured to 
thus address you. 

That each and every State should have 'a complete rep- 
resentative exhibit is for the advantage of all the States, 
and we believe that the thorough carrying out of this de- 
sign will render the collective displays of the States and 
Territories the most attractive feature of the Exposition, 
and, moreover, will be of lasting advantage to the States 
and Territories individually and to the nation at large. 

Nor do we fear but that when your Honorable bodies are 
possessed of the facts of the case you will appreciate the 
importance of the work and be moved to render the neces- 
sary aid. 

In this connection we feel that it is only fair to state 
that the exhibits of trade and manufactures, and the arts, 
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resources and historic souvenirs of the world, in the other 
buildings of the Exposition, includiug the Main Building, 
the Arti Gallery, Machinery Hall, Horticultural Hail and 
Live Stock Departments, are now so far completed as to 
commend the Exposition to the public asa World’s Fair 
worthy of universal favor and support. : 
Ít is our duty to see to it-that the department confided 
to the care of the States and Territories shall in no wise 
fall below the high standard proposed for the entire Expo- 


sition.
